PREFACE. 


one deferves the Name of a Phyfician 

who is not well verfed in the Nature 
and Faculties of the Materia Medica; for 
the End of Theory is Pra¢tice ; and it is 
impofMible to practife fuccefsfully, without 
a due Knowledge of thofe Remedies which 
are to be made ufe of for the Cure of any 
Diftemper. In order to attain this, we 
fhould begin with the moft fimple Things 
at firft, and then proceed gradually to the 
Compounds ; -otherwile we fhall never 
be able to form a right Judgment on any 
Compofition that is offer’d to our Confi-: 
deration. 

For this Reafon I have endeavoured, not 
without Care and Trouble, to determine 
the Does, as well as the Virtues and U/es of 
the Vegetables, Animals and Minerals, con- 
tained in the Dé/penfatories of London and 
Edinburgh, which will be found -more than 
fuficient to anfwer any Medical Purpofe, 
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as well as all the Intentions of Cure; for 
the Choice, not the Number of Medicines, 
is the principal Thing to be regarded in 
Treatifes of this Kind. 

Not that we are arrived at the Ne plus 
ulira of Pharmaceutic Knowledge ;. for fuch. 
new Difcoveries are daily made, as will re- 
dound to the immortal Honour of thofe 
induftrious Practitioners, who have employ- 
ed their Skill fo fuccefsfully for the Benefit 
of Mankind. And though the Number of 
Medicaments has not been greatly augment- 
ed, yet a more judicious Application of 
thofe already known has Hata been 
made, which has enriched the Medical 
Store, with equal Advantage to the Art of 
Healing. 

One § great Obftacle to the Advancement 
of this Kind of Learning, has been a Fond- 
nefs for Compofitions, confifting of a great 
Variety of Ingredients which have been kept 
inthe Shops, and recommended againft Dif- 
eafes of all Sorts. This rendered an Enquiry 
into the Nature of every Simple of little Ule, 
fince they were feldom or never truited 
to alone, to anfwer any Intention of Cure. 
But we now live in a more enlightened Age ; 
and Medicine feems to be returning back, 
by hafty Steps, to its original Simplicity ; 
fo that we may hope for a fufficient Difco- 
very of the real Virtues of the moft effica- 
cious Part of the whole Materia Medica. 
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Writers on the Nature of Drugs have, 
-indeed, of late been numerous enough 3 
but they have generally tranfcribed one from 
another, right or wrong; repeating what 
has been faid upon any Simple, without 
enquiring whether it was true or falfe. 
Hence we meet with fo many high Enco- 
miums upon various Remedies, in fo much 
that a mere Reader would. think it the 
eafieft Matter in the World, to cure the 
Bite of a mad Dog, and of a venomous Ser- 
pent; or to find an Antidote againft Poifon 
of all Kinds. As for the Small Pox, ma- 
lignant and peftilential Fevers, or even the 
Plague itfelf, he muft wonder any can die 
of them, when fo many iufalliblke Ant1- 
DOTES are every where to be had, which can 
_vanquifh thefe Deftroyers of Mankind with 
fo much Facility. 

Under thefe Difadvantages I had no Way 
left to write on this Subject with Hopes of 
Succefs but to examine the Works of the 
moft eminent Phyficians, and from thence 
to collect what particular Qualities any Sim- 
ple has been remarkable for, and by that 
Means to determine, as well as I could, in 
what Cafes any Remedy may be. ufeful ; 
‘for it is not one Man, nor one Age, can 
pretend to write tolerably on this Branch of 
Medicine from their own Experience. I 
have confulted the beft Authors in feveral 

tea ig as well as Memoirs, German 
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Ephemerides, Effays, Ads, Fournals, &c. 
in order to make as few Miftakes as poffible 
in fo intricate a Study. 

The Limits which I had prefcribed to 

myfelf, would not allow me to expatiate 
on every Article; but with relation to Fo- 
reign Drugs, < have been fomewhat more 
particular, that their Goodnefs and Value 

might be more readily known; whereas 
the Defcription of Indigenous Herbs and 
Plants was not fo neceflary, becaufe they are 
to be met with in Books which are common 
enough to be had. For the fame Reafon 
fome Things have been omitted in their 
proper Places, the mott ufeful of which, — 
however, are to be found in others ; dod 
which the Index of Medicinal Simples will 
refer to. 

fT have generally joined the compound. 
Medicines in both Pharmacopeias together, 
which agree either in the Name or Intention, 
by which their Agreement or Difagreement 
will more readily t be feen, than by. making 
long Remarks upon each ; and by adding 
that of the Hojpital of Edinburgh, it will 
appear what the- tile of it thought moft 
neceflary to be, reformed in that of their 
own College, The College of London 
have, indecd, retained fome which ought 
“to have. been expunged 5 but it was out of 
Regard to Cuftom, and not for want of 
Inclination to have fupprefs’ d them at once. 

Setting 
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Setting afide thefe, it may be juftly affirmed, 
that it is the beft zational Difpenfatory ever yet 
pubdlifhed. Ae | 
{ had a Defign of adding a Set of Prefcrip- 
tions, intended for the Ufe of the Camp ; but B 
did not find many of them fo neceffary at I ex 
p:cted ; not to mention that fome of them are 
Snop- Medicines; however, thofe which are in- 
ferted are diftinguifhed by the Letter €. as the 
ref{t are with Z. #. and H. to denote the Phar- 
macopeta to which they belong. What more are 
-added have the Names of their Authors at 
| length; fo that there is no Danger of miftaking 
one for another. The Materia Medica of the 
London College are printed in Italic; the reft 
belong to that of Edinburgh, 'Thofe which the 
FHiofpital Difpenfatory thought neceflary to re- 
tain, are plac’d by themfelves, immediately 
after the general Catalogue. : 
It will not be improper to obferve, That each 
_Pharmacopwia refers to its own Compofitions and 
Preparations, except when that of the Ho/pital. 
mentions any not mark’d. with the Letter H; for 
then the Medicaments of the Edinburgh are to be 
underftood; which, to prevent Miftakes, are 
diftinguifhed thus * in the two laft Indexes. _ 
The higheft Do/es mentioned in this Treaiz/e 
are chiefly for Adults naturally of a {trong Confti- 
tution ; therefore it may be thought necefiary 
to give fome general Rule how to proportion 
them for different Ages, Suppofe the Dofé for 
an Adult isa Dram, theniwo Thirds, or two 
Scruples, may be given to a Perfon from four+ 
teen Years to twenty-one. From Seven to Four- 
sg a Sd | teen, 
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teen, one Half,.or half a Dram. From Four to 
Seven, a third Part, or a Scruple. ‘To one of 
four Years'a Fourth, or balf a Scruple; to one 
of Two an Eighth, or feven Grains and a half ; 
and to an Infant of one Year old a twelfth Part, 


or five Grains.

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MATERIA MEDICA. 


BIES, the Fir-Tree: Its Wood, Tops, and 

Rofin. It is of a balfamic Nature, and is rec- 
koned good againft the Rheumatifm and flying Gout; 
but more efpecially the Scurvy, for which it is ac- 
counted a Specific. Michael relates, that a great 
Part of the Swedi/b Army were cured of the Scurvy 
by drinking a Decoétion of the Tops and Leaves. 
Two Handfuls of the frefh Shoots may be boiled for 
half an Hour in two Quarts of Water, or Wine and 
Water: The Dofe istwo or three Ounces feveral 
Times ina Day. Boecler affirms, that if a Bath be 
made with ten Handfuls, it is excellent in all exter- 
nal Diforders arifing from the Scurvy. 

Abrotani Folia, the Leaves of Southernwocd.. ‘Thefe 
are of the fame Nature as Wormawaod, but not fo ef- | 
fe€tual, and therefore are feldom ufed. Some com- 
mend their Decodtion greatly as a Lotion for the 
Head, againft the falling off of the (air. 

Abrotanum foemina, Lawender Cotton. This is feldom 
ufed ; however fome have given half a Dram of the 
Seed againft Worms. Co/'ews, a Phyfician of Aix, 
as Garide/ relates, gave a Dram of the powdered 

- Leaves againft a Pleurify and Inflammation of the 
Lungs, with good Succels. 

Abfinthit Maritimi Summitates, the Tops of Engli/p- 
Sea-Wormewood, falfely call’d Roman-Wormweed. 

Abfinthium Romanum, Roman Wormewcod, the Herb. 

Abfinthti vulgaris Fslia, the Leaves of common Worm- 
wood. Thefe heat the Body, attenuate vifcid Hu- 
mours, encreafe the Ofcillation of the Fibres, and 
promote Perfpiration. Herce they reftore the debi- 
litated Funtions, and open Obftrutions. Worm- 
wood itrengthers the Stomach, excites an Appetite, 
ftops a Loofenefs, reftrains Superpurgations, and 
appeafes the Wind-Colic. It is good in the Jaun- | 
dice, Diopfy, Green-Sicknefs, Cachexy, and cee: 
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It likewife kills Worms; But when the Fibres are 
crifp and tenfe, or where there is a Tendency to an 
Inflammation, nothing can be worfe. Sion Pauli 
has obferved that frequent Drinkers of Wormwood 
and Bitters have been often thrown into Confump- 
tions, ‘The fame has been obferved of Purl-Drink- 
ers. The Dofe of the Conierve.is from a Dram to 
half an Ounce ; of the Juice, from half an Ounce 
to two Ounces. 

Acacia Vera, is the infpiflated Juice of the Zgyptian 
Thorn; itis gammous, of a blackith Brown without, 
and reddith or of adutky Yellow within; it is of a 
hard Confiftence, but becomes clammy in the Mouth, 
and has an avftere. aftringent, but no ungrateful . 
Tafte. The Agyptians, as Alpinus relates, give a 
Dram of it in the Morning againft Spitting of Blood; 
they alfo make ufe of it as an injection againft He- 
morrhages of the Womb, and as a Coilyrium to 
ftrengtnen the Eyes; likewife as a Gargarifm in 
Quinfeys, and as a Fomentation with a Deco€tion of 
the Leaves and Flowers in the falling down of the 
Uterus and Anus. But the German Acacia is mott 
common in the Shops, which is black without and 
fhining within. 

Acetofa vulgaris, or Oxalis, Sorrel ; the Herb, Root, 
and Seed. This is often ufed asa Sauce. Taken 
inwardly, it is cuoling, and refirains the fermentative 
and inteftine Motion of the Blood, and renders it 
lefs fluid It takes away the fenfe of Heat in the Vif. 
cera, repreffes the Ebullition of the Bile, quenches 
Thirft, excites an Appetite, and refifts Putrefaction ; 
whence it is good in burning, bilioas, and pettilen- 
tial Fevers. The expreffed and purified Juice is 
either given alone, or mixt with fome other Fluid. 
Tt may be taken with Succefs in intermitting Fevers 
of the bilious Kind, efpecially in the Spring, when 
the Fit iscoming on, from fix to eight Ounces. It 
muft be repeated till the Patient recovers. But it 
muft be forborn if the Lungs are unfound ; for its 
Acidity will encreafe the Diforder. Morinus, Phy- 
fician to the Hotel Dieu at Paris, accounts it a Spe- 


cific againft the Scarvy; and afférts, that he has 
cured 
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cured many fcorbutic Patients, by caufing themto eat it 
with their Meals. Bartholine, in the A#a Haffinenfia, 
{ays the People of Greenland are very fubject to the 
Scurvy, and that they are cured by boiling Scurvy- 
Grafs and Sorrel together in their Gruel. They 
moft commonly ufe them as Pot-Herbs in their 
Mutton, or other Broth. 'The Root is not acid, but 
bitter, and aftringent. It opens Obftructions, and 
promotes Urine; whence it is often given in aperient 
Decoétions, When it is dried and boiled, it tinges 
the Water with a beautiful reddifh Colour. The Seed 
is reckoned to be cordial, and has an aftringent Qua- 
lity in the Loofenefs and Bloody-Flux : Which does 
not arife from its Stypticity, but from its oily Parts, 
which blunt the Acrimony of the Humours. 

Acetofella, Wood-Sorrel; the Herb, Root, and Seed. 
See Lujula. 

Acetum, Vinegar. See Vitis Vinifera. 

Acetum Diftillatum, diftill’d Vinegar. 

Acorus verus, or Calamus aromaticus of the Shops. 
The frveet-fmelling Flag, or Calamus of Ray.  Itis 
commended by almoft all Phyficians for ftrengthen- 
ing the Stomach, difcufling Wind, and eafing the 
Gripes. As alo for refolving Obftructions of the 
Womb and Spleen, and for promoting the Menfes. 
Tt likewife encreafes the Motion of the Blood and 
Spirits, and is reckoned an Alexipharmac, The Dofé 
in Subftance, is from twelve Grains to half a Dram ; 
in Infufion, to two Drams. 

Adianthum Verum, or Capillus Veneris, the true Mai- 
den Hair. It is good to abate the Sharpnefs of the Cru- 
dities of the Stomach, and cures Loofeneffes proceed- 
ing from thence. It prepares ftagnating and vifcid 
Phlegm in the Lungs, and fits it for Expeétoration. 
It is good in obftinate Coughs, the Afthma, difficult 
Breathing, the Pleurify, and Inflammation of the 

Lungs. It cleanfes the Vifcera from clammy Hu- 
mours which are apt to caufe Obftructions. It cures 
the Jaundice, and opens the obftru€ted Glands of the 
Liverand Mefentery. It is a great Friend to the 
Spleen, and is thought to be a Specific againft its 

_ Diforders, {t is praifed for re@tifying the Irregulari- 
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ties of the Menfes. and in Diforders of the Kidneys. 
In fhort, it ftrengthens the Parts. by gently aftringing 
their Fibres, quickens the Circulation of the Hu- 
mours, and by rendering them fluid, promotes the 
Secretions. ‘I'wo.or three Handfuls may be put into 
two Quarts of Water, and may ftand fora Night in 
hot Afhes. This Infufion ferves for common Drink. 

Jerugo, Verdigreafe. It is the green Ruft of Copper, 
and is made in large Quantities in Languedoc, and o- 
ther Places. It is feldom or never .ufed internally ; 
but externally it deterges and dries up Ulcers, con- 
fumes fungous and proud Fleth, and eats away Cal- 
lofities. It enters the Egyptian Ointment. 

ZEtites, the Eagle-Stone. It is a fealy Stone, which 
feems to confift of feveral ftony Crufts, and is hol- 
low within. In this Cavity another Stone is contain- 
ed, which being fhook, may ,be heard to rattle. 
Geodi fays, it is abforbent, drying, and binding. 

Agaricus, Agaric, is a fungous Sabftance, growing to 

the Body of-the Larch-Tree. The beft is white, 
light, and brittle. That which is next the Tree is 

_ bad, becaufe it partakes of the dark Colour and ill: 
Qualities of the Bark. Some fay it has three noxious - 
Properties ; That it loads the Stomach, and caufes 
a Naufea and Vomiting; that it. puffs up the Belly, 
and Hypochondria; and that it works flowly. In 
Cafes wherein it is faid to be ferviceable, it muft be 

- given with fo much Caution that the Ufe of it may 
well be {pared. There is.another Sort of Agaric, 
called by Ray, Agaricus pedis equini facie. In Exglifh, 
Touchwood, cr Spunk. It grows to the Afhand other 

_ Trees. It is neither lamellated nor porous, but of

Agnus Caftus, or Vitex, the chafre Trees itis a good 
Hyiteric ; the Seed ; one Dram isa Dofe. 

Agrimonia, or the Eupatorium of the Greeks and 4v7- 
cenna ; Agrimony. Ray fays, it is a moft noble He- 
patic, and is frequently ufed inthe Jaundice, Dropty 
and Cachexy-; and that it is beneficial in Caras, 
Coughs, and ‘Suppreffion of the Menfes. Etmu/ler 
commends it in Wounds and Ulcers of the Kidneys. 
Riverius prefcribes a Dram of the dried Leaves, in 
Incontinence of Urine. Wedelius gives its Decoétion 
in Water for the Gonorrhea and bloody Urine: Sz- 
mon Pauli recommends it in Decottions for the ve~ 
nereal Difeafe, againit which it has been thought a. 
Specific. Dolguscries it up againf{ Madnefs. four 
Ounces of its Juice is a Dofe foran Adult.

The Hepatic is 
denfe, dry, opake, of the Colour of Liver, and has a 
more bitier, aftringent Tafte, andj ftronger Smell 
than the Succotrine. This laft is bright, fhining, 
clear, and is of .a Saffron or yellow Colour when 
powdered: The Tafte is bitter, aitringent, and fome- 
what aromatic ; the Smell is pretty ftrong, bat not 
difagreeable Preparations of Aloes given ina {mall 
Dofe with bitter Extra&s and temperate Balfamics 
loofen the Belly gently, and reftore the Fone of the 
Inteftines, and are good in Obftru&tions of the Men- 
fes ; they help Digeftion and correct acid Crudities 
in Hypochondriacs, Suxker obferves, that Aloes has 
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this Peculiarity, that a few Grains will loofen the 

Body as well as a whole Scruple ; it is alfo a good , 

Vermifuge. Externally it is vulnerary and ftops. 

Bleeding. Aloetics ufed too freely may occafion 

Hemorrhages, but will certainly caufe the Piles.

Dried 
and powdered they caule Sneezing. ‘The Roots are 
feldom ufed. 

Limonum Succus, Cortex et Effentia diGa, the Juice, Peel 
and Effence of Lemons. ‘Thefe are much of the 

- fame Nature as Oranges and Citrons, only the Juice 
is more acid and confequently more coo'ing ; it is 
faid to be very efficacious in diffolving the Stone, and 
in deterging the urinary Paflages. ‘The Peel excites 
the languid Spirits, chears the Heart, comforts the 
Brain and helps Digeftion.

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the Ruftics make Incifions in the Afh and wild Ath 
to the very Wood; then from Noon till the Evening 
there flows out Liquor which congeals into larger 
Pieces.

‘This was for- ~ 
merly much ufed, butis now neglected, it being dif- 
ficult togather. This Account is taken from Geof- 
froy, but is not originally his, ic having been pub- 
lifhed in Eng/and and elfewhere above fixty Years ago; 
which Quincy, it feems, never read, for he has only 
publifhed fome Conjectures about it from Dale. 
Manna is often adulterated, from its likenefs to Sugar 
or Honey ;, but the beft is in Flakes and Tears, of 
a white or pale yellow Colour, and free from Dirt 
and other Filth. ‘The Manna which is like Honey 
is not fo good. Thofe who are well acquainted with 
the Tafte of Manna cannot be deceived by the adul- 
terated Sort. Hoffman obferves, that it ftimulates 
the Belly, obtunds the Acrimony of acid, faltifh Hu- 
mours, and appeafes the fpafmodic Conftrictions of 
the inteftinal Fibres ; whence it is good in hypo- 
chondriacal Diforders, and Difeafes of the Breaft, 
and excels ail other Purges whatever. If it wants a 
Stiraulus it may be mixed with Rhubarb or Sena; 
or to make it more powerful, three Ounces of Manna 
may be mixt with five Grains of emetic Tartar, and 
may be given by Spoonfuls till it produces the de- 
fired Efe’.

Laid to 
the Navel it flops Loofeneffes and Superpurgations. 
Applied to the Temples it hinders Defluxions and 
cures the Tootn-ach. Half an Ounce mutt be boiled 
in three Pints of Water to two for common Drink, © 
in Loofenefies.

Matricarie Felia, the Leaves of Fever-Few. Thefe 
are ufeful in all Cafes where Bitters are required, and 
are very efficacious in uterine Diforders ; they difpel 
Wind, ftrengthen the Stomach, help Digeftion, and 
“are sood in the Colic from a ‘vifeid Mucus. Four 
ie Oances of the Juice will purge Phlegm and black 
“Choler. The Dofe in Powder is from one Scruple to 
; two ; of the depurated Juice from one Ounce to two; 
“in Infufion they may be drank as ‘Tea. They pro-

It is a common Opinion that the Bark 
hurts the Lungs when Perfons are inclineable to a 
Confumption; but we are taught by Experience, fays - 
Geoffrey, that it may be given with Succefs, in the 
‘remitting or intermitting putrid Fevers, which fuc-. 
ceed a Peripneumony or a Pleurify, or accompanies 
an Empyema or Ulceration of the Lungs ; if it be 
joined with Petorals, Balfamics, and Abftergents, 
the Fever will be quite extinguifhed, the Pus evacu- 
ated, and the Ulcers healed. Likewifle Morton af- 
firms, that confumptive Patients who have been given 
over, have by the Ufe of the Bark, not only pro- 
tracted their Lives for Months, but Years.

_ cous Matter, and readily refolves but never generates. 
» Phiegm,; that it is good for the Hot and Plethoric, 
"and contrary to the common Opinion; neither in- 
- ereafes or turns into Bile, but opens, attenuates and 
divides. The chief Danger is, that it will relax the 
- Solids too much, and is therefore-hurtful in rid 
_ Rickets and Scurvy. But Pringle, having found § 
gar to be an Antifeptic, thinks it is a Fochtivaabre 
not only from the hot Scurvy, but from putrid Dif- 
eafes in general, fuch as Leprofies, Plagues, peftilen- 
tial Fevers, Dyfenteries, and the like, which were 
formerly fo frequent.

and it is ack nowledged that by Fermentation fuch an 
_. Acid may be gainec, but not in fuch Plenty as from 
~ . Nitre and V ittiol ; but this docs not prove that Sugar 
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is noxious on this Account ; for the fame may be | 


‘faid of Barley, Wheat, Beer, Ale, Bread and Wine. 


On the other hand, an ardent Spirit may be gained 


from Sugar, which will blunt the moft corrofive, acid 
Spirits, as is evident in the making of dulcified Spi- 
rit of Nitre ; for if it be rightly performed, it will 
not ferment with an alkalious Salt. Sugar is fo far 
from rotting the Teeth, that S/ere ufed nothing elfe 
but LoafSugar to keep them white and clean for 
many Years; for he was we'll aware of the antifeptic 
Power of this Subftance, inafmuch as it would preferve 
_ Flowers, Fruits, Roots, Flefh, &c. from Corruption a 
very long Time. Sugar has likewife been accufed 
of caufing Confumptions, which is fo far from being 
true, that many reckon Sugar of Rofes a Specific in 
this Difeafe. That many have been cured by this, 
. Montanus, Valeriola, Forefius, and Riverius, are Wit- 
nefles. Aconfumptive Apothecary made himfelf fo 
much of it that he almoft lived upon it, and was 
cured.. S/are informs us, that alate Duke of Peau- 
fort did not die till feventy, and yet had eaten above 
a Pound of Sugar a Day for forty Years. And as for 
its caufing the Scurvy, it is well known that that. 


Difeafe appeared long before the Ufe of Sugar ; and ~ 


even now, the poorer Sort of People who ufe leaft 
Sugar, are more afflicted with the Scurvy than the 
Rich. This ‘is true alfo of common Sailors, who 
generally eat more falt Meat and lefs Sagar than the 
Officers aboard the Ship, and are more’ fubje& to 


this dire Difeafe. Externally, Sugar is a great Vul- 


nerary, efpecially if mixt yith a little Brandy, for 
then it will heal Wounds, cleanfe Ulcers; and hin- 
der Putrefaction. A little Powder of Sugar Candy, 
- Or Loaf-Sugar blown into the Eye, will diflolve the 
Albugo or Spot on the tranfparent Cornea, 
Segapenum, Sagapenum ; the gummy Rofin.

All acid Spirits in general muft be dropt into a 
proper Liquor till they are agreeably acid, and ng 
longer.  Lemcry recommends this Spirit for the Afhma 
and Difeafes of the Breaff, but very injudicioutly, for 
all Acids are Enemies to the Lungs.

* The Chemifts have beftowed a great deal of Study, 
Time and Labour in torturing Iron, to increafe its two 
feeming different Qualities ; that is, to render it more 
aperient or more aftringent; hence fo many Crocus’s, 
Tin@eres and Salts which abound in the various Writ- 
ers of this Kind. Yet after all it has been found, that 
the aperient Preparations have cured obftinate Fluxes of 
the Belly, and chat all in general will promote the Men- 
fes when fupprefied, and reftrain them when immode- 
rate. The mofl evident Virtue of Iron is Stypticity, 
which alone is fufficient to produce oppofite Effects in 
various Conftitutions ofthe Body, and the different Na- 
ture of the Complaint for which itis given. When the 
Blood is peor and vifcid, and the Lympha tenacioua, 
the Spring of the Fibres is too weak to carry on a due 
Circulation of the Fluids; whence Cachexies, bloated 
Habits of Body, the Green-Sicknefs, and uterine Ob- 
ftructions. Then, Iron, by ftrengthening the Solids _ 
and reftoring the Spring of the Fibres, quickens the 
Circulation, which rendering the Humours more Ba 
(i > oon

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foon brings every thing back to its natural State. Some- 
times the B!ood, deprived of its due Quantity of Se- 
rum, becomes glutinous, and eludes the ‘pring of the 
Fibres ; whence obftinate ObftruGtions, Schirrus’s, Hz- 
morrhages, fcorbutic and melancholic Diforders, In 
thefe Cafes Iron is noxious ; for tho’ it is {aid to be Ae 
perient, it cannot vanquifh. thefe Obftru@ions, nor by 
its Stypticity ftop the Hemorrhages which confequently 
enfue. Laftly, when the Veffels abound with a thin 
Lympha, they foon become weak and flaccid; and the

Loofenefs, Diabetes, Hemorrhages, continual Sweats, 
or a Dropfy. Here, Iron has a falutary Effet, be- 
caufe it renders the Fibres more firm, reftores their 
Spring, and by that Means diminithes the Quantity of 
Serum. But if Evacuations of that Kind arife from 
heétic Fevers, as is fometimes the Cafe, nothing can 
be more pernicious than this Metal ; for it will increafe 
inftead of reftraining the Evacuations, and render the . 
Ooftrugtions more obftinate. In the Beginning of aDrop- 
fy it may do Service, but when it is confirmed itis hurt- 
ful. iron has this Peculiarity beyond other Sty ptics, 
that it carries its Qualities into the Blood, whereas 
many others lofe theirs in the Stomach or firtt Paffages. 


We alfo learn from Experience that this Metal is more 


efficacious alone than when clogged with Salts, for 
then the Juices cf the Stomach will not fo {oon diffolve 
it. It is likewife more than probable that no Prepa- 
ration of it is equal to its being given in Subftance,whe- 
ther reduced into a fubtile Powder, or otherwife. No- - 
thing requires Exercife more than this Remedy to fa- 
clitate the Diftribution of the martial Particles, to re- 
ffore the Ofcillations of the Fibres, and to accelerate the 
Circulation of the Fluids. The u/val Dofe of the Cro- 
cus of either Kind, is from ten Grains to twenty, or 
half a dram. ;

P/affers 
require a Mixture of Spring-Water till they obtain a 
proper Thicknefs ; Soluble Gums, as alfo Turpentine, 
are to be added towards the End. ‘ 

IIT. Ointments and Plafters fhould not be all of 
the fame Corfiftence. Some Compofitions of a mid- 
dle Confiftence are properly called Cerates. The 
Compounding of all of them is fo various, that par- 
ticular Rules are added to moft of the preceding 
Articles, 
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Difeafes, and their Remedies.
